• After moving the antenna, wait at least 2 seconds before moving it again, to enable the unit to process 
the signal. 

3. Due to the moving paths of the SIRIUS satellites, it is possible for the signal to change over time. In most 
cases, signal should be available continuously, however, it may be temporarily blocked in some antenna 
locations in home installations. Be sure to check the the Antenna Signal screen if there is a loss of 
signal or audio. Experimentation with antenna placement in the home or outside may be necessary to 
ensure continuous reception.
